vestigation report on the late 
Harry Dexter White well before 
Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell Jr., dramatically reopened 
the case a week ago. 

A spokesman for the Senate 
Internal Security subcommittee, 
which has been investigating the 
controversy, revealed this yes- 
terday. 

He said a subcommittee in- 
vestigator—James H. Walter— 
got wind of the fact that the 
damaging report existed and 
put in a call to T. Lamar Cau- 
dle, Oct. 13. 

Confirmed by Caudle. 

Caudle, an assistant Attorney 
General in the Truman Admin- 
istration, promptly confirmed 
the existence a “very de- 
rogatory” report on White. The 
spokesman said Caudle also told 
where the report could be 
found in Department of Justice 
files. 

The next day, said the spokes- 
man, the subcommittee formally 
asked the Justice Department to 
supply the report. Nearly a 
month later—Nov. 6—Brownell 
publicly announced the exist- 
ence of the report in a Chicago 
speech. 

Did the subcommittee’s re- 
quest lead Brownell to the re- 
port and, armed with it, de- 
nounce the Truman administra- 
tion for laxness toward Commu- 
nism? The spokesman could not 
say. 

“That would be a surmise,” he 
said. ““‘We do not know that is 
the case.” 

Still Waiting for Data. 

The subcommittee has not re- 
ceived a copy of the FBI report 
yet, but Chairman William E. 
Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, said 
Thursday that he had been 
assured his group would “at 
least” get a general summary. 

Jenner said also that his in- 
vestigators learned of the spe- 
cial White report from a “rou- 
tine inquiry.” When Caudle 
testified before the subcommit- 
tee Thursday he went to great 
pains to insist he did not initi- 
ate the disclosure. 

Caudle was in charge of the 
Justice Department’s 
division at the time Brownell 
said the FBI report was sent to 


the White House.

The agreement provides for 
simultaneous disscussion of a 
time and place for the peace 
conference and of nations which 
will attend. Communist insist- 
ence on deciding the composi- 
tion first had deadlocked the 
preliminary talks for three 
weeks. 

Hard Work Just Starting. 

Approval of the agenda will 
get the stalled preliminary talks 
under way but United States 
envoy Arthur Dean told news- 
men: “this is just the key that 
opens the door. The real hard 
work is just commencing.” 

Meanwhile, non-Communist 
members of the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission were 
increasingly pessimistic over the 
future of Red interviews with 
Chinese and Korean war pris- 
oners who have refused to go 


me. 

Explanations have been can- 
celed for nine days because of 
Communist demands to inter- 
view prisoners called up but not 
interviewed Nov. 5. 

Armin Daeniker, Swiss mem- 
ber of the commission, said the 
future of the explanation pro- 
gram doesn’t “look very good.” 

“The only solution seems to 
be a change of mind by the 
northern (Communist) command. 
If that is not forthcoming, the 
work may have to go on by other 
means—but we shouldn't talk 
too much about that at this 
stage,” Daeniker added. 

The agenda for the prelimi- 
nary political talks closely par- 
allels a plan proposed first by 
Envoy Dean Oct. 31. At that 
time Red negotiators called it 
“sleight of hand” and “abso- 
lutely unacceptable.” 

Dean Optimistic. 

Dean said after Saturday’s 
meeting that he always has been 
optimistic about chances for a 
‘Korean peace conference “and 
I am even more optimistic now.” 

Dean and the Communist ne- 
gotiators will meet again Mon- 
day to iron out working plans 
for subcommittee discussions. 

The top U.N. negotiator said 
he probably would sit on one 
of the subcommittees himself. 

The Communists have insisted 
from the beginning that they 
would discuss a time and place 
for the peace conference only 
after a decision on their demand 
that neutral nations—particular- 
ly Asian neutrals—be invited to

We, of our country, have long 
respected and admired Canada 
as a bulwark of the British Com- 
monwealth and a leader among 
nations. As no Soviet wile or 


-\lure can divide the Common- 


wealth, nothing will corrupt the 
Canadian-American partnership. 


We. have a dramatic symbol 
of that partnership in the fa- 
vored topic of every speaker ad- 
dressing an audience made up of 
both our peoples—our fortified 
frontier. But though this sub- 
ject has become shopworn and 
well nigh exhausted as a feature 
of after-dinner oratory, it is 
still a fact that our common 
frontier grows stronger every 
year, defended only by friend- 
ship. Its strength wells from 
indestructible and enduring 
sources—identical ideals of fam- 
ily and school and church, and 
traditions which come to us 
from a common past. 


Out of our partnership has 
evolved a progressive prosperity 
and a general well-being, mu- 
tually beneficial, that is without 
parallel on earth. In the years 
ahead, the pace of our mutual 
growth will surely be no less. 


‘Reservoir of Resources.’ 


To strive, even dimly, to fore- 
see the wonders of Canada’s 
next generation, is to summon 
the utmost powers of the imag- 
ination. This land is a mighty 
reservoir of resources. Across 
it, at this moment, there moves 
an extraordinary drama of en- 
terprise and endeavor—Canadi- 
ans, rapidly building basic in- 
ustries, converting waters into 
hydro-electric energy, scrutiniz- 
ing your soil for new wealth, 
pushing into the barrens of the 
north for minerals and oil.

This continent uniquely has 
been a laboratory of self-govern- 
ment, in which free legislatures 
have been an _ indispensable 
force. What is the result? It is 
a mighty unity built of values 
essentially spiritual. 

This continent, of course, is a 
single physical and geographical 
entity. But physical unity, how- 
ever, broken by territorial lines, 
fortress chains and trade bar- 
riers, is a characteristic of every 
continent. Here, however, inde- 
pendent and soverign peoples 
have built a stage on which all 
the world can see:

Here, on this continent, we 
present an example that other 
nations some day surely will 
recognize and apply in their re- 
lations with their neighbors, May 
that day be close. The only al- 
ternative—the bankruptcy of ar- 
mament races and the suicide of 
nuclear war—cannot for long— 
must not for long—be tolerated 
by the human race. 
Great has been our mutual 
progress. It foreshadows what 
we together can accomplish for 
our mutual good. 


Cites Danger of Tariffs. 

Before us of Canada and the 
United States lies an immense 
panorama of opportunity in 
every field of human endeavor. 
A host of jobs to be done to- 
gether confront us. Many of 
them cry for immediate atten- 
tion. As we examine them to- 
gether in the work days ahead, 
we must never allow the practi- 
cal difficulties that impede 
progress to blind our eyes to the 
objectives established by prin- 
ciple and logic. 
With respect to some aspects 
of our future development, I 
hope I may, without presump- 
tion, make three observations. 

The first is: The free world 
must come to recognize that 
trade barriers, although in- 
tended to protect a country’s 
economy, often in fact shackle 
its prosperity. In the United 
States, there is a growing 
recognition that free nations 
cannot expand their produc- 
tivity and economic strength 
without a high level of inter- 
national trade. 

In our case, our two econo- 

mies are enmeshed intricately 
with the world economy. We 
cannot risk sudden dislocation 
in industry and agriculture and 
widespread unemployment and 
distress, by hasty decisions to 
accomplish suddenly what in- 
evitably will come in an orderly 
economic evolution. “Make haste 
slowly” is a homely maxim with 
international validity. 
Moreover, every common un- 
dertaking, however, worthwhile 
it may be, must be understood 
in its origins, its application, its 
effects by the peoples of our 
two countries—or it will have 
negligible chance of success. 
Canadians and Americans do 
not accept government by ‘edict 
or decree. Informed and intel- 
ligent co-operation is, for us, the 
only source of enduring accom- 
plishment. 

To study further the whole 
subject of United States foreign 
economic policy, we have at 
home appointed a special com- 
mission with wide representa- 
tion including members of the 
Congress as well as spokesmen 
for the general public. From the 
commission's studies will come, 
we hope, a policy which can 
command the support of the 
American people and which will 
be in the best interest of the 
United States and the free 
world. 

Nations Co-Operating. 

Toward the Strengthening of 
commercial ties between Canada 
and the United States, officials 
of our two governments have for 
some months been considering 
the establishment of a joint eco- 
nomic and trade committee. This 
committee, now approved, will 
consist of cabinet officers of 
both countries. They will meet 
Periodically to discuss in broad 
terms economic and trade prob- 
lems and the means for their 
equitable solution. | confidently 
believe that out of this process 
the best interests of both our 
countries will be more easily 
mruoatned and advanced.

My third observation is this: 
You of Canada and we of the 
United States can and will de- 
vise ways to pro‘ect our North 
America from any surprise at- 
tack by air. And we shall 
achieve the defense of our 
continent without whittling 
our pledges to Western Eu- 
rope or forgetting our friends 
in the Pacific. 

The basic threat of Commu- 
nist purpose still exists. Indeed 
the latest Soviet communication 
to the Western world is trucu- 
lent, not to say arrogant, in tone. 
Our security plans must now 
take into account Soviet ability 
to employ atomic attack on 
North America, as well as on 
countries, friendly to us, lying 
closer to the U.S.S.R. Their 
atomic stockpile will, of course, 
increase in size, and means of 
delivery will improve as time 
goes on. 

Each of our two nations seeks 
a secure home for realization of 
its destiny. Defense of our soil 
presents a challenge to both our 
peoples. It is a common task. 
Defensively, as well as geograph- 
ically, we are joined beyond any 
possibility of'separation. This 
element in our security problem 
is an accepted guide of the 
service leaders, the Government 
officials and the Legislatures on 
both sides of the border. In our 
approach to the problem, we 
both realize that purest patriot- 
ism demands and promotes ef- 
fective partnership. Thus we 
evolve joint agreements on all 
those measures we must jointly 
undertake to improve the effec- 
tiveness of our defenses, but 
every arrangement rests squarely 
on the sovereign nature of each 
of our two peoples. 


Nations Are Equal Partners. 

Canada and the United States 
are equal partners and neither 
dares to waste time. There is a 
time to be alert and a time to 
rest. These days demand cease- 
less vigilance. We must be ready 
and prepared. The threat is 
present. The measures of de- 
fense have been thoroughly stud- 
ied by official bodies of both 
countries. The permanent joint | 
board of defense has worked as- 
siduously and effectively on mu- 
tual problems. Now is the time 
for action on all agreed meas- 
ures.

Vv. K. Krishna Menon said

Earlier, Jacob A. Malik said 
delegates had misinterpreted So- 
viet amendments, which, he add- 
ed, were not only in support of 
the theory that strict and effec- 
tive controls must be established 
to insure compliance with arms 
reduction treaties, but called for 
that kind of supervision “on a 
continuing basis.” 


Vagueness on Supervisors. 

Some opponents of the Soviet 
suggestions had complained that 
the Russian spokesmen were 
vague when describing the na- 
ture of supervision required, 
failing to indicate how and when 
it would be applied. 

In the course of years of U.N. 
armament debate, Russia has 
made “substantial concessions,” 
Malik continued. He wanted to 
know what conciliatory gestures 
the United States and its sup- 
porters had made. There had 
been no progress, he said, but 
retrogression. 

Malik recalled that yesterday 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
stressed at Moscow “the para- 
mount importance the Soviet 
Government attached to an 
agreement between the great 
powers” particularly In the field 
of armaments. He reiterated 
charges that the western powers 
insisted on an arms audit as the 
first step of a disarmament pro- 
gram only to obtain military se- 
crets of others. 


Maze of Amendments. 

There was a maze of amend- 
ments and counter-amendments 
submitted to the 14-nation west- 
ern resolution commending con- 
tinuance of the commission, 
calling on all nations to renew 
efforts for an internationally- 
controlled, balanced reduction 
of armed forces and abolition 
of all major weapons of mass 
destruction, and suggesting con- 
versations by a “subcommittee 
of the powers principally in- 
volved.” 

Passage of the resolution was 
deemed a certainty at adjourn- 
ment of the committee last night, 
but members of the Communist 
bloc led by Andrei Y, Vishinsky 
of Russia, persistently held out 
for their own proposal to reduce 
all military strength by one- 
third immediately and abolish 
nuclear and biological weapons 
by treaty, with controls to be 
put into effect “simultaneously” 
instead of by steps as proposed 
by the United States. 

The Soviet amendment also 
stipulated conversations among 


Steps to defend our continent 
are, of course, but one part of 
the world-wide security program.

Disagreement Likely.

I 
deem it a high privilege to 
salute, through this their Par- 
liament, the Canadian people 
for the strength they have 
added to this faith—and for 
the contribution they are mak- 
ing toward its realization.

Harry Dexter White, who has 
been called a Communist spy. 

At his press conference last 
Wednesday, President § Eisen- 
hower declared he had never 
met White and knew nothing 
about him. 

Smith said it was quite under- 
standable that Eisenhower might 
not recall the meeting with 
White, inasmuch as it occurred 
more than nine years ago in 
England, and at a time when the 
commander of the European in- 
vasion forces was concerned with 
military matters far more press- 
ing than the postwar problems 
he discussed with Morgenthau 
and White. 

In an article which appeared 
in the March 1947 issue of the 
United Nations World magazine, 
Smith wrote that the Morgen- 
thau plan to make Germany an 
agrarian country had its incep- 
tiqn at the conference Eisen- 
hower held with Morgenthau 
and White. 


White Planted Idea. 


The New York Post quoted an 
extract from this article which 
asserted that “actually it was 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower who 
launched the project.” 

Smith told the Post-Dispatch 
the New York newspaper had 
put “the wrong slant” on his 
article by quoting one section 
out of context. He said the ar- 
ticle really attempted to show 
that the Morgenthau plan grew 
out of “the seed of an idea” 
which had been planted “under 
the astute guidanc> of Harry 
White.” 

Smith was an assistant to Mor- 
genthau in the war bond pro- 
gram in 1943 and 1944. He now 
heads a public relations firm in 
New York, and came to St. 
Louis on a business trip. 

Smith’s article said the con- 
ference with Eisenhower was 
held on Aug. 7, 1944, at the 
general's headquarters in south- 
ern England. 

Eisenhower Quoted. 

The New York Post quoted 
from the article as follows: 

“Secretary Morgenthau, As- 
sistant to the Secretary Harry D. 
White and I were there. White 
spoke of Germany, which was 
now certain to be defeated. ... 

“White said, ‘What I think is 
that we should give the entire 
German economy an opportunity 
to settle down before we do any- 
thing with it.’ 

“Here Eisenhower became 
grim, and made the statement 
that actually sparked the Ger- 
man hardship plan. He said: 
‘I am not interested in the Ger- 
man economy and personally 
would not like to bolster it if 
that will make it any easier for 
the Germans.’ He said’ he 
thought the Germans had pun-

Bitter Over Atrocities. 

“White remarked: ‘We may 
want to quote you on the prob- 
lem of handling the German 
people.’

He said ‘I will 
tell the President myself, if 
necessary.” 

The Post said that there is 
nothing in the record to show 
that Eisenhower ever repudiated 
Smith’s story after it was pub- 
lished in 1947. 

Smith told the Post-Dispatch 
that Eisenhower on the morning 
of the conference had been in- 
formed of German atrocities, 
and naturally was bitter against 
the enemy. But Eisenhower had 
nothing to say about making 
Germany an agrarian nation, he 
insisted; the idea which became 
the Morgenthau plan apparent- 
ly was formulated by White, and 
“Eisenhower simply walked into 
ys 

After spending a couple of 
hours with Eisenhower, during 
which they had lunch, Morgen- 
thau, White and Smith went on 
to London, and it was there that 
the Morgenthau plan was defi- 
nitely formulated, Smith related. 

White a ‘Brilliant Guy.’ 

Of White, Smith said: “He 
was a brilliant guy; his mind 
was just wonderful to watch. 
But I never heard him bleat 
about social consciousness, and 
would never have assumed he 
was a Communist.”. 

White took “a very mechan- 
istic view” of economics, believ- 
ing it was simple to build an 
economic system, he continued. 

“He had small patience with 
people who made economics so 
complicated. I would say he 
had considerable sympathy for 
the Russian system, which 
seemed so simple.

Compton disclosed in a speech 
at Marshall last night that he 
has asked Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra T. Benson to fire 
Stephen Hughes, head of the 
Farmers Home Administration 
lending program; Claude Bowles, 


chief of the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration acreage 
allotment section, and John 
Ader, chief of the PMA budget 
and personnel section, on. the 
ground that the three tried to 
sabotage the federal programs in 
this state. 

Specifically, Compton told 
the Mar-Saline Women’s Repub- 
lican Club that Hughes, Bowles 
and Ader had tried to interfere 
with the federal farm lending 
program; had given out confi- 
dential information regarding 
PMA activities; and had refused 
to co-operate with PMA per- 
sonnel at state headquarters in 
Columbia. 

Not True, Ader Says. 

Ader at his home in Co- 
lumbia, said Compton's asser- 
tion “certainly is not true.” 
Bowles, also at Columbia, de- 
clined comment. Efforts to 
reach Hughes for comment 
were unsuccessful. All are fed- 
eral civil service employes. 

“There has been a widespread 
sabotage move in Missouri 
against the PMA and it is high 
time to call a few’ names,” 
Compton said. 

He then added the names of 
four former PMA board mem- 
bers: Ed R. Caldwell of Perry, 
Bert Femmer of New Madrid, 
Charles A. Beise of Portageville, 
and Hilton L. Bracey of Caruth- 
ersville. 

+ Beise, at his 
home, said Compton's charges 
were “purely political.” A Dem- 
ocrat, Beise said he resigned 
from the state board last April 


at the request of the Secretary | 


of Agriculture and that records 
would show he did not try to 
sabotage the program. Efforts to 
reach the other three for com- 
ment were unsuccessful. 

Compton said that “without 
sabotage” federal aid in Mis- 
souri would have been much 
greater. 

Criticizes Donnelly. 

Compton rapped Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly for refusing to ac- 
cept $1,000,000 in federal drouth 
relief funds and added:

Commenting that Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, said recently the drouth 
program was not’ working, 
Compton said: 

“If this is so, the people who 
are administering this program 
are the people whom Senator 
Symington has been sleeping 
with in politics in Missouri for 
many years. . .. This is all the 
more reason that the PMA and 
FHA at the county level should 
have a housecleaning.” 


Cattle Men Blame Speculators 
in Part for Their Troubles. 
PRESCOTT, Ariz., Nov. 14 

(AP) — Western farmers who 
make cattle raising and feeding 
their full-time occupation year 
in and year out are pointing ac- 
cusing fingers at city cousins for 
many of the troubles of the live- 
stock industry. 

Their criticisms are being di- 
rected at what some of them 
call the “butchers and bakers 
and candlestick makers” who 
jumped into the cattle business 
when beef prices climbed up 
after the war in the hope of 
making a big profit with some 
of their extra cash.

The indictment, reported to 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore by the grand 
jury impaneled “last July, 
charged Dillon in two counts 
with filing “false and fraudu- 
lent” returns for the two years. 

For 1950 Dillon reported 
gross income of $1526, with a 
taxe of $32 due, when in fact 
his gross income was $2526 and

“Anti-Van Gogh” in his letter has 
done City Art Museum a favor be- 
cause he obligates me to clarify and 
expand my statement that St. Louis 
has not responded to the Van Gogh 
expedition in such great numbers as 
in other cities. 

It was not a lack of enthusiasm or 
appreciation on the part of St. Louis- 
ans for Van Gogh that I deplored. 
Such a charge would be unfair to 
the 65,000 visitors who have already 
been thrilled by this revelation of 
one of the greatest masters of mod- 
ern times. 

What surprised and disappointed 
me was that more St. Louisans had 
not availed themselves of this unex- 
ampled opportunity to know the 
artist and his work at first hand. 

Certainly there is no compulsion 
to admire Van Gogh; but if the 
people of # community are to con- 
sider themselves enlightened, there 
is the obligation to see for them- 
selves and decide about matters of 
cultural importance when the op- 
portunity is presented. 

This was the case with the Vienna 
Treasures exhibition when thousands 
of frankly curious people looked at 
tapestries for the first time in their 
lives and stored up a visual experi- 
ence that will never leave them. 

Had they lacked curiosity or de- 
veloped a prior prejudice against 
ane gir made of threads, they would 

ave denied themselves a pleasure 
they will never have again. 

Real enjoyment of art is our aim. 
But since there is no way of meas- 
uring this, we are forced to rely upon 
numbers of visitors to prove to our 
lenders the degree of interest in our 
city 


ty. 

“Anti-Van Gogh” must under- 
stand that City Art Museum func- 
tions not for the few, but for all of 
the people, and it is the obligation of 
the Museum to make known its 
great events in every way possible. 

St. Louls can congratulate itself 
that, to use “Anti-Van Gogh’s” 

hrase, it was not the six people but 
the six thousand, and many times 
that number, who responded to the 
Berlin and Vienna shows. 

I am confident that the same will 
be the case with the Van Gogh dis- 
play which is equally worthy of their 
attention.

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After a Social Call 


“A social call” is the way President Eisenhower 
describes his visit to Canada, He has within a 
few weeks paid his respects to both our imme- 
diate neighbors—Mexico on the south, Canada 
on the north. 


In these ceremonial gestures of good will, 
the President is at his best. His manifestly 
sincere desire to establish good neighbor rela- 
tions based on the community of interest which 
binds this hemisphere together shines forth in 
everything he does and says. The warmth of 
Canada's reception testifies to the success of his 
visit. 


Beneath the social amenities there lie sub- 
stantial problems that must be satisfactorily 
solved if the relations between Canada and the 
United States are to remain as good as this state 
visit betokens. Ceremony alone will not solve 
them. When the handshaking and the felicita- 
tions are over, the hard work of repairing this 
international friendship remains. 


The fact is that for some months our friend- 
ship with Canada has been strained by deterior- 
ating trade relations. Three times this year, 
the Canadian government has sent to* Washing- 
ton formal diplomatic notes warning against 
continuation of certain American restrictions on 
imports of oats, cheese, fish products, dried milk 
and butter. For the first time in years, Canada 
has been talking of reprisals. 


Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent buttressed 
these diplomatic notes late in September with a 
speech in which he called on the United States 
to let Canada know just how it fits into Ameri- 
can trade policy. Canada cahnot make its own 
plans if it is to be regarded as a “marginal sup- 
plier to be cut off whenever the going is tough,” 
he said. 

Before Canada can know how it is to fit into 
American trade policy, the United States must 
know what its trade policy is. So President 
Eisenhower's “social call” at Ottawa emphasizes 
one of the great responsibilities confronting his 


‘Administration at home: to formulate a firm 


foreign economic policy and get it adopted by 
Congress. 
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A Seat to Be Filled 


The sudden death of Frank L. Wright leaves 
the St. Louis School Board in a state of pre- 
carious balance. Mr. Wright and the five other 
reform members constituted the most important’ 
element in the 12-member board. His loss cuts 
that bloc down to the size of the so-called 
“old guard” group. The balance of power now 
lies with Board President Ehrhardt, the twelfth 
member, who has attempted to play somewhat 
of a lone hand in school affairs. 

With that background, it is clear that Mayor 
Tucker faces an unusual responsibility in nam- 
ing a successor to Mr. Wright. His best prece- 
dent might be the action of the late Mayor Darst 
two years ago this month. Mr. Darst ignored 
the string-pullers and looked around for the 
very best man he could find. That man was 
William Charles, who served the people well in 
his relatively brief tenure on the board. 


The new appointee ought to be a person 
without “connections” in the wards. To ap- 
point on that basis would throw the schools 
back to the spoilsmen—the petty seekers after 
favor—and would undo all the good work that 
the reform element has accomplished. Instead, 


Frank Wright’s successor ought to have a deep . 


interest in the schools and a determination to 
put the children above every other consideration. 
In short, he should be a man or woman who 
will carry on Frank Wright's work. 
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A Reluctant Watchdog 


Secretary McKay has not always displayed the 
most thorough grasp of the great principles un- 
derlying the public domain, He showed a shock- 
ing misconseption of it in his speech at Albu- 
querque prepared for the Western Governors 
Conference. 

The Secretary of the Interior is the watchdog 
of the public domain. He protects it against pri- 
vate plunder, if he faithfully performs the func- 
tions of his high office. Secretaries like Carl 
Schurz and Harold L. Ickes are monumental ex- 
amples for Mr. McKay of trustworthy custodians 
of that public trust. 

What would Schurz or Ickes think of Secre- 
tary McKay’s assertion at Albuquerque that “our 
basic mission is to dispose of and to integrate the 
public domain with the private economy... con- 
stantly narrowing the Federal land base”? What 
would Theodore Roosevelt, whom President Ei- 
senhower has declared to be a model for emu- 
lation, think of Mr. McKay’s statement that 
“public ownership of land is . . . merely an aid 
to private economic activity”? 

It was Theodore Roosevelt who first estab- 
lished in practice the principle that public own- 
ership of certain lands is essential to their utili- 
zation for the benefit of all the people. It was 
he who saw that private economic activity too 
often was redounding to the short-range benefit 
of the few at the expense of the long-range 
benefit of the many. 

Secretary McKay enunciates no principle now, 
with respect to public lands, that he has not al- 
ready applied with respect to other portions of 
the public domain—pre-eminently offshore oil, 
and waterpower sites like Hell’s Canyon...

It raises serious 
doubts whether Secretary McKay knows what 
the traditional land policy of this republic is. 

Does President Eisenhower intend to have 
his Secretary of Interior destroy the gains initi- 
ated by the very Republican President whom he 
holds up as a model? 
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Giving Without Strings 

The late Gaston F, Dubois’ virtually unre- 
stricted gift to Washington University of com- 
mon stock holdings valued at close to a half 
million dollars is likely to be worth a great 
deal more to the university. It was one of many 
worthwhile charitable and educational bequests 
by the former president of Monsanto Chemical 
Co. ° 

Aside from requiring that the principal be 
retained for 25 years, no strings were attached 
to the Washington University benefaction. It 
was set down that if possible the proceeds should 
be'used for scientific education and research. 
But this should in no way deny the university 
sufficient freedom’ to employ the gift to the 
best advantage. | | 

That is a most important consideration. Be- 
quests sometimes are so circumscribed by re- 
strictions and detailed directions that the uni- 
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.their colleges and universities, 


versities are forced to spend money they can 
ill afford to carry out the terms. A gift that 
mortgages the future frequently does more harm 
than good. The best and most useful benefac- 
tion, like that of the late Mr. Dubois, permits 
those who will administer it elbow room to deal 
with reality. 
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Eyes on the Criminal Docket 


The Lawyers Association of St. Louis de- 
serves credit for creating the Institute of Vol- 
unteer Counsel for Indigent Persons Accused 
of Crime. Its entry into this important and fre- 
quently neglected field certainly is in the pub- 
lic interest. The institute also ought to help 
ease the burden on the Public Defender’s office. 

But for the association to contend that the 
new institute itself can do much toward re- 
lieving overcrowding in City Jail is something 
else again. The cause of the high jail popula- 
tion is no secret. Circuit Attorney Dowd quite 
properly declines to trade pleas of guilty for 
light jail sentences, so defendants demand a 
trial by jury. The criminal docket has become 
so clogged as a result that the three trial di- 
visions of the Circuit Court are unable to hear 
and dispose of cases fast enough to clear the 
jail. 

Even if the institute provided a lawyer for 
every single defendant awaiting trial — and 
some have been waiting for months—theré still 
would be only three courtrooms. The obvious 
remedy is to open more trial divisions. Since 
this evidently can be done only at the expense 
of some of the civil divisions, in which a more 
profitable brand of law is practiced, it has found 
few supporters. 

The statutes require that preference be given 
to the criminal docket, and surely the Lawyers 
Association ought to see what it can do toward 
making that point clear. 
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A Book to Open Closed Doors 


Our Mirror of Public Opinion on this page 
comes from a book that should be of interest to 
every citizen, but particularly so to members of 
Sigma Delta Chi, professional journalistic fra- 
ternity, who have been holding their thirty-fourth 
annual convention in St. Louis. The book, by 
Harold L. Cross, lawyer and journalism teacher, 
explores a little-known field—the many blocks 
to public information about public records and 
proceedings. 

The general impression naturally is that very 
few officials and offices withhold information to 
which the public is entitled. The opposite is 
true. Many officers shut the door against re- 
lease of information to which the public has 
a right. This is true at all levels. Local and 
state officials offend unnecessarily as well as 
officials in Washington. Dr. Cross’s study shows 
how widespread and how unreasonable this is. 

The American Society of Newspaper Editors 
sponsored the book and its members have been 
active in seeing that it is distributed over the 
country. Sigma Delta Chi members would do 
well to follow suit in their communities and at

Makers of newspapers run daily gauntlet of laws restricting 
information, says author in report to American Society of 
Newspaper Editors; law and fact on access to public records 
are different things; some improvement noted, more is urged. 


Harold L. Cross in “The People’s Right to Know” 
(Columbia University Press, 405 pgs., $5.50) 


In the task of gathering the facts 
that limn the face of the age, with little 
time to look forward, less to look back- 
ward and often none to get legal ad- 
vice, makers of newspapers run daily 
the gauntlet of more kinds of “law” 
than other mortals—not excepting law- 
yer, policeman, judge. 

For the newspaper gathers tangible 
and intangible raw materials from 
the earth’s four corners; it employs 
labor, manufactures and delivers a tan- 
gible—and singularly sensitive and pro- 
vocative — product, 
uses capital, re- 
ceives and grants 
credit, and pays 
taxes. 

These things it 
does within a con- 
fusing whorl of do- 
mestic laws govern- 
ing advertising, an- 
ti-trust issues, com- 
munications, con- 
tracts, labor, nego- 
tiable instrumegts, 
its own negligence, 
the post office, tax- 
ation, and many 
other items, and 
apart from these, the laws of foreign 
lands from Canada to Cambodia.

A Vividly Living Organism 


And that is not all. For, if the news- 
paper. smells of tomorrow’s mortality, it 
is today’s vividly living organism, swell- 
ing in each edition with vast quantities 
of information and the possibilities of 
injustice in the presence of the laws of 
libel, copyright, contempt of court, 
right of privacy, and specific statutes la- 
beled “You Can't Print That,” and, in 
more remote circumstances, of the: laws 
pertaining to obscenity, censorship, se- 
dition and espionage. 

That so little error, so little injustice, 
so little legal controversy, so little liti- 
gation results is itself as remarkable, as 
néwsworthy, and as praiseworthy as 
anything the newspaper prints. , 

That is still not all. If indeed “the 
public business is the public’s busi- 
ness,” those not usefully aware of the 
fact include some courts, some legisla- 
tures, many holders of public office 
and very many readers. No activity of 
which so much good is justly expected 
as that of the newspaper press encoun- 
ters s@ much legal complication at the 
raw-material level: access to public 
the news- 
papers most vital raw material source, 


Some of the States Shackles 


Adverse trends in the law, especially 
in legislation and action under depart- 
mental regulation, should be halted, 
reversed. Some conditions, especially 
obstacles and technicalities blocking 
the issuance of legal process to enforce 
the right of inspection, cry aloud for 
abatement. Blind spots and uncertain- 
ties necessitate clarifying legislation 
and liberalized judicial thought in the 
interest of a better-informed electorate, 
already confronted by explosive expan- 
sion in governmental activities. 

Happily, however, vital as is the law 
as the last resort, doors to public rec- 
ords and proceedings often swing open 
to newspapermen by means of other 
keys. The law and the fact as to access 
are two different things, often widely 
disparate. 

In every instance, the law in each 
state is in part legislative, in part judi- 
cial; some of the judicial decisions inter- 
pret and apply statutes, while others de- 
clare and apply the common law in the 


absence of statutes. The law, both stat- 


utory and judicial, differs from state to 
state 


Florida’s legislature has passed a fine, 
short, sweeping statute that “All state, 


county and municipal records shall at 
all times be open for a personal inspec- 
tion of any citizen” but the term “rec- 
ords” is not defined by statute. A score 
or so of court decisions apply common 
law rules to this problem. The results 
vary in some respects but agree that not 
all “records” in “state, county and gu- 
nicipal offices” are open to inspection. 

New Jersey's legislature, on the other 
hand, has defined, if not very compre- 
hensively, the term “public records,” 
but remains silent as to the right of 
inspection thereof. New Jersey courts 
have also applied common law as to 
that problem with varying results, but 
also agree that there is no right to in- 
spect all public records. 


Rhode Island’s legislature has not 
spoken on either of those questions. 
Her courts, bereft of legislative guid- 
ance, have shown a tendency to adopt 
one of the oldest, most restrictive rules 
of English common law on the right of 
inspection, 


The Contagion of Curiosity 


Louisiana has the nation’s most spe- 
cific and comprehensive statute—the 
Public Records Act. This defines rec- 
ords in some detail, ‘states a broad right 
to inspect some, denies inspection of 
others, and declares it criminal to re- 
fuse access in proper cases. And there 
have been convictions for refusal of 
access. 

All courts, however, agree in this: 
Whatever the statutes say, whatever the 
records are, whoever the applicant is, 
the issuance or denial of the remedial 
writ remains entangled in the discretion 
of the court, 


Nevertheless, in the long view and 
wherever it has not been shackled by 
mandatory secrecy, the law, though re- 
cent changes are not numerous, has 
improved materially. Some legislatures 
have relaxed the definition of ‘“‘public 
records” or have expressly created a 
right of inspection where the common 
law dawdled or have removed the re- 
quirement that an applicant for inspec- 
tion must have a “special interest” 
different from that of his fellow citi- 
zens. 


Public Business Is Public’s Business 


Courts tend to worry less about in- 
convenience of officials in custody of 
records, to be less fearful that if they 
recognize the right of one citizen to 
inspect the records the contagion of 
curiosity will spread to the citizenry 
en masse. 


Some courts: have recognized that the 
news function gives the newspaper a 
sufficient “special interest’ where that 
is necessary, as it still is in most juris- 
dictions. Others hold that inspection 
to gather news is a “proper purpose” 
where that remains essential, as it al- 
most universally is. Several—and here 
is a stirring gain if higher courts agree 
—have held in effect that freedom of 
the press bars interference not only 
with writing, printing, and circulating 
the news, but also interference with 
access to public records and proceed- 
ings to gather the news. 

Public business is the public’s busi- 
ness. The people have the right to 
know. Freedom of information is their 
just heritage. Without that the citizens

Between Book Ends 


Claim of Old Spain 


THE TIME OF THE GRINGO, by Elliott Arnold, 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 613 pgs., $4.95.)

Out of the colorful history of old 
Santa Fe in the decade immediately 
preceding the annexation of New 
Mexico by the United States in 1846, 
Elliott Arnold has fashioned a tale of 
Ruritanian derring-do. In “The Time 
of the Gringo” he really has two 
stories: one, a fictional account of the 
eight-year dictatorship of Don Manuel , 
Armijo, last governor of the old Mexi- 
can province; the other, a romance of a 
young aristocrat and of his rise as a 
real leader of his people. 

Since 1821, when Mexico became 
independent of Spain and trade with 
the United States was legalized, the 
fabulously profitable Santa Fe trade had 
flourished. The Yankees, the gringos, 
led caravans out of Missouri along the 
Cimarron to San Miguel and Santa Fe 
for five- and six-fold returns on their 
investment, Sante Fe, as the capital of 
the province, not 
only shared in the 
profits of this trade 
but also regulated 
the customs levies 
upon it — and 
it was a clumsy pol- 
itician indeed who 
could not . divert 
some of this wealth 
to his own pockets. 

Mr. Arnold takes 
up his story in 1837 
when Armijo organ- 
ized the revolution 
which’ _ eventually, 
after much blood- 
shed and cruelty 
and barbarism, put him into the Palace 
of Governors. Unscrupulous, treacher- 
ous, corrupt, scheming, Armijo extended 
his tyranny over the whole province, 
He feared the Texans to the east; he 
feared the Indians and peons at home; 
he feared and hated the aristocrats— 
the ricos—with whom he had allied 
himself and who had helped him to 
power; he feared the gringos although 
it was the wealth which their trade 
had brought to Santa Fe which kept 
him, with one hiatus of his own mak- 
ing, in power to the end. 

Ironically, so runs Mr. Arnold’s 
story, it was one of the ricos, Don 
Esquipulas Caballero, who helped 
bring about the end. As a young en- 
sign in the presidial guard, Esquipulas 
was an early supporter of Armijo and 
played a role in the uprising of 1837. 
He remained loyal—though his loyalty 
was unrewarded—as Armijo’s hold 
tightened; he tried to overlook the 
cruelty and the treachery which char-

acterized the governor’s rule: he tried . 


to excuse the debauchery and extrava- 
gant luxury of the social life of the 
Palace. Armijo accepted and despised 
the loyalty, but he continued to use the 
young aristocrat to his own ends. He 
even arranged Esquipulas’s marriage to 
the lovely Soledad Abreu, hoping that 
as the bride of his follower she would 
be willing to give him access to her 
bedroom. At last, however, Esquipulas 
came to see Armijo as he was and to 
see the plight of New Mexico under 
his tyrannical rule. He gave up his life 
as an aristocrat and joined with the 
people, leading a gierilla force which 
did much to weaken Armijo’s rule and 
to pave the way for Kearny’s invading 
army. 

Mr. Arnold tells his stories well, 
albeit at greater length than is really 
necessary. But he has also created 
a lively, colorful picture of a ptriod in 
our history which has been seldom 
worked over by the historical novelists.

Celebration in public schools, 
the rabbinical resolution states, 
“means using public tax funds 
for sectarian purposes and con- 
flicts with both the letter and 
the spirit of the Constitution. 

“The Rabbinical Association 
is not unaware of the values 
that children receive from wit- 
nessing the ceremonies of many 
faiths. Nevertheless, under pub- 
lic school auspices this involves 
a break with American tradition. 
The values gained are no com- 
pensation for the breaching of 
the principle of the separation 
of church and state....

Mark 119th and 115th Years 


in Early 


Holy Ghost (1834) and: Zion (1838), 
Evangelical and Reformed, Linked 


History. 


Two Evangelical and Re- 
formed churches, one the oldest 
in St. Louis, are celebrating 
their 119th and 115th anniver- 
saries, respectively, this ménth. 

Holy Ghost Church is cele- 
brating a double anniversary— 
the 119th of its founding, and 
the twenty-fifth of its present 
location at 4916 Mardel avenue 
in southwest St. Louis. The Rev. 
Ralph C. Abele has been the 
pastor since 1931. 

Zion Church,. Clayton and 
Ballas road, is celebrating its 
115th birthday. 

When Holy Ghost Church was 
located at Eighth and Walnut 
streets, it was the leading Ger- 


man Protestant congregation 
here; the Rev. J. G. Eberhard 
was the pastor. For many years 


it was an independent group, 
belonging to no denomination. 
A new church was built at Grand 
and Page boulevards, a build- 
ing that still stands. 

Church Moved in 1928. 

The Rev. Dr. Theodore C. 
Braun, editor of The Messenger, 
national journal of the Evangel- 
ical and Reformed Church, was 
pastor of Holy Ghost Church 
when it moved to the Mardel 
address in 1928. Long after the 
English language was adopted 
a Good Fridayservice, with holy 
communion, was conducted in 
German every year. 

Zion Church occupies a four- 
acre tract in the county, and its 
American elms and oaks are 
among,the finest trees in this 
area.

This group built a log church 
south of Manchester road, near 
where Zion Church now stands. 
When a new church was erected, 
the log house was sold to a 
farmer who used it as a farm 
building; it was torn down only 
a few years ago. 


Zion Church has had only 
three pastors in the last 67 years. 
The late Rev. Fred Baur served 
for 45 years beginning in 1886. 
The Rev. Joseph O. Polster was 
pastor from 1931 to 1950; he 
was a landscape gardener and 
was responsible for the plant- 
ings on the church grounds. The 
present pastor, the Rev. Paul E. 
Schoppe, came in 1950 from a 
pastorate at California, Mo.

IN ARMY INQUIRY 
AT RADAR CENTER 


Stevens Says He Un- 
earthed No Evidence 
of Secrets Going to 
Communists, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—The Army does not agree with 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, that there is evidence its 
radar laboratory at Fort Mont- 
mouth, N.J., has been the recent 
— of Communist spy activi- 

es 


Secretary of the Army Robert 
T. Stevens told a news confer- 
ence yesterday there were no 
Suspected spies among the 33 
workers suspended on loyalty 
en at the Signal Corps cen- 
er 


Stevens also said that so far 
as he could determine no secrets 
passed from the radar laboratory 
to Iron Curtain nations in re- 
cent years. 


The Secretary said he did 
think espionage had occurred 
during World War II at the in- 
stallation at the time Julius Ro- 
senberg, executed as an atomic 
spy last summer, visited it. 


McCarthy said last month, as 
he was developing an investiga- 
tion of Fort Monmouth security, 
that “it appears at this point to 
be a matter of current espion- 
age. ” 

He said evidence being gath- 
ered by the Senate investigation 
subcommittee might , envelop 
the whole signal corps.” 


McCarthy, chairman of the 
subcommittee, commented yes- 
terday: “I'll let the hearings 
speak for themselves.” He was 
in Portland, Me., for a speaking 
engagement. 


“So far I haven't tried to 
evaluate the testimony,” the 
Senator said. “More detailed 
hearings will be held around 
Dec. 1, either in Monmouth or 
New York.” 


Stevens said several of the 
33 civilians suspended at Fort 
Monmouth have already been 
reinstated and all others will be 
given a hearing before a loyalty 
board composed of Navy and 
Air Force civilian and military 
officials. 


He said it was pure coinci- 
dence that the’suspension of the 
civilians at Fort Monmouth came 
during the time of the investi- 
gation by the McCarthy com- 
mittee. The Secretary said six 
of~the suspensions had been 
ordered before the subcommit- 
tee investigation got under way, 

Stevens emphasized he in- 
tends to continue the Army’s 
own investigations and checks 
at Fort Monmouth and at every 
installation where secret work 
is done. He said he had no 
agreement with McCarthy or 
anybody else to call off the in- 
quiry at Fort Monmouth.

MOLOTOV SEEKS

Does Not Actually Mad.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 qr 
—A State Department spolqs- 
man expressed belief yesteraw 
that Moscow is worried by bid 
public reaction to Russia’s Nov, 
3 note rejecting a Western pro- 
posal for a Big Four meeting on 
Germany’s future. 

This belief was advanced as 
a possible explanation of For- 
eign Minister Molotov’s unusual 
|news conference in Moscow yes- 


terday. Molotov said President 
Eisenhower was wrong in saying 
the Soviet note “manifested no 
intention to get together but an 
intention to create more diffi- 
culties.” 

The West has been 
without success to persuade the 
Soviet Union to attend a meet- 
ing at Lugano, Switzerland, to 
discuss Germany and Austria. 

State Department press offi- 
cer Henry Suydam said that on 
the basis of press reports of the 
Moscow news conference, “it 
seems that Mr. Molotov is wor- 
ried at the unfavorable reaction 
created by the curt Soviet note 
of Nov. 3.” 

He recalled that this note not 
only turned down the proposal 
for a foreign ministers meeting 
on Germany but also stated 3 
series of conditions for such & 
meeting which this country has 
called unacceptable. The con- 
ditions included admitting Red 
China into big power counctis. 

Suydam said “the Molotoy 
press conference is obviously 
designed to soften the tone of 
the Soviet note” but that Molo- 
tov had not actually modified 
“thee unacceptable conditions.” 

“Mr. Molotov continues toe 
seek to divide the Western 
powers in Europe,” Suydam 
said. “At the same time he re- 
iterates the prior and astonish- 
ing Soviet position that it is 
impossible to make any progress 
in European questions until 
after Communist China, the ag- 
gressor in Asia, is brought in 
to help solve the world’s prob- 
lems.” 

The Western nations have 
been working on a reply to the 
Russian note and this was re- 
ported to be nearing comple- 
tion. 

Privately, officials here said 
the Molotov action was unques- 
tionably designed (1) to counter- 
act the charge of the Western 
powers that Russia was delib- 
erately blocking a foreign min- 
isters meeting on Germany or 
ary other major negotiation and 
(2) to exploit French fears of a 
revived German militarism.

Question: Is there any way to 
make a pointed nose appear less 
pointed? 


Answer: You probably are over- 
sensitive. A delicate ending of 
the nose is actually a patrician 
mark.

HE ancient fallacy about re- 
T turning partner’s lead—irre- 
spective of the situation— 
becomes even sillier when it is 
applied to such circumstances as 
the following: 
West, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable.

West’s hand looked so help- 
less, defensively, that he elected 
to open the singleton diamond 
even though the suit had been 
bid and rebid at his left. The 
king was put up and a spade was 
led. East hopped right up with 
the ace and returned a diamond, 
sure that his partner would ruff. 
West did ruff, of course, but 
this was of no great value to the 
defense, because now, when 
West shifted to a club, declarer 
put up the ace, drew trumps and 
claimed the rest of the tricks; 
the diamonds were all good. 

It was absurd for East to sac- 
rifice his diamond trick as he 
did to partner’s ruff. Four 
tricks, not two, were needed to 
defeat the contract, and after 
counting East’s spade ace and 
West's ruff of a diamond, where 
could the other two tricks be 
found? Even if West had the 
heart ace, no successful attack 
could be made on the contract. 

The correct defense was for 
East to duck the first spade lead 
in the hope, however remote, 
that West could win. When he 
couldn't, East should take the 
second spade lead and shift 
promptly to clubs. The outstand- 
ing defensive hope was that 
East could establish two club 
tricks before losing diamond 
control—which is precisely what 
he could have done through 
proper defense. 


Mass Testing 


For Diabetes

St. Louis Health Commissioner 

IABETES Detection week, 

ponsored nationally by the 

American Diabetes Associa- 
tion Association and locally by 
the St. Louis Diabetes Society, 
is being observed this year be- 
ginning tomorrow. 

During this week efforts will 
be intensified to find the dia- 
betic who is unaware of his con- 
dition. It is estimated that there 
are 2,000,000 diabetics in the 
United States — 10,000 in St. 
Louis — one-half of whom are 
unknown. 


ee pee 

DIABETES is a_ serious 
chronic disease that takes thou- 
sands of lives in this country 
each year. It ranked ninth 
among the 10 leading causes of 
death in St. Louis during 1952. 
Yet diabetes is a serious threat 
to life today, largely because 
sO many cases go undetected and 
untreated until they become 
serious. 

The discovery of insulin three 
decades ago gave the medical 
profession. a powerful weapon 
to help control diabetes. 

ow with a ‘combination. of 
diet, insulin and exercise, the 
diabetic can live a practically 
normal life with near-normal 
life expectancy and, by keeping 
physically fit, avoid the com- 
plications that formerly were 
sure to occur as he grew older. 

The St. Louis Diabetes Asso- 
ciation during the coming week 
is providing facilities for mass 
testing for diabetes. 

St. Louis Dreypaks, filter 
paper strips for the collection 
of a small amount of urine, will 
be available at all fire engine 
houses, and at. collection sta- 
tions used by the St. Louis 
Health Division for the collec- 
tion of cultures and blood sam- 
ples. These same places will 
accept the used Dreypaks. 

Anyone participating in the 
Diabetes Detection Drive will 
be notified of the results of 
this test, and if the urinalysis 
shows suspicious signs he will 
be invited to have a more con- 
clusive blood test.
